U. S. Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson has invited Andrei Vish- 
irisky, Soviet foreign minister, 
to dine with him tonight. He will 
be Acheson’s only official guest, 
The representatives of the two 
major powers will continue their 
talks over the dinner table in 
the hope of finding a way for 
east and west to cool off ten­ 
sion in Germany.

As I have po inted o ut, the co n­ 
ditio ns which may cause head­ 
ache are numberless but, fo r the 
type o f headache 
which recurs 
frequently and persist« o ver a 
lo ng perio d o f time, there seem to 
be two main causes. 
These are first, head injuries 
and, seco ndly, psycho lo gical dis­ 
turbances, such as mental co n­ 
flicts o r emo tio nal strain. 
• 
A large number o f patients with 
these types o f headaches have 
been studied by Dr. Arno ld P. 
Friedman and his co -wo rkers, o f 
New Yo rk. 
After Accident 
Where headache resulted fro m 
injury, the pain appeared so o n 
after the accident and persisted 
fo r mo re than two mo nths. 
The facto rs which are tho ught 
to acco unt fo r these headaches 
are distentio n o r swelling o f the 
blo o d vessels within the skull, 
po ssible spasm o f the neck and 
j head muscles, and the emo tio nal 
I effect pro duced by the injury, 
such as anxiety o r depressio n. 
A patient with so -called psy­ 
cho genic o r psycho lo gic headache 
has head, pains regularly' when 
subject to so me mental co nflict 
o r strain. In these patients, tho r­ 
o ugh examinatio n reveals no evi­ 
dence o f physical illness o r an 
abno rmal co nditio n. It is tho ught 
that these psycho lo gic headaches 
are due also to so me swelling o r 
dilatio n o f the blo o d vessels with­ 
in the skull, and spasms o f the 
head and neck muscles. 
A variety o f -©medies fo r head­ 
aches o f the two kinds mentio n­ 
ed have been suggested. 
Mo re 
than 300 patients with such head­ 
aches were treated with different 
types o f drugs — pain-releiving 
drugs, drugs which cause • co n­ 
tractio n o f the blo o d vessels, and 
drugs which cause the blo o d ves­ 
sels to dilate. In additio n, vita­ 
mins, to gether witgj psycho lo gi­ 
cal measures, were also used. 
Best Ke.suIts 
It was fo und that the best re­ 
sults were o btained m tho se pa­ 
tients treated with the pain-re­ 
lieving preparatio ns. The o ther 
drugs apparently gave no better 
results than tho se o btained by 
the use o f substances winch had 
no kno wn effect o n the bo dy, such 
as salt so lutio n. 
It is felt that Wcatment with 
drugs is beneficial in many cases 
because the patient kno ws he is 
receiving treatment and has co n­ 
fidence in the remedy which the 


physician has prescribed fo r him. 
It is impo rtant 
in all o f these 
cases to resto re the patient’s co n­ 
fidence and to get rid o f facto rs 
o f mental and physical strain 
which co ntribute to the persis­ 
tence o f the headache. 
The The physician, o f co urse, 
will prescribe such drugs as he 
thinks may be useful, particular­ 
ly sedatives o r quieting drugs.

Medical Magazine 


Tells of Damage 


In Ring Activity 


CHICAGO, June 4— (UP) — 
Professional boxing is "the great­ 
est killer in American athletics” 
and 50 per cent of active fighters 
are punch drunk to some degree, 
the American Medical associa­ 
tion’s health magazine, Hygea, 
said today. 
In an article by Thomas Gor­ 
man, assistant managing editor, 
the magazine said that boxing 
has resulted in more deaths per 
number of participants than any 
other sport. About 2,500 pro box­ 
ers are listed in record books, 
but not all are active. 
Five fighters were killed in 
bouts up to April 20 of this year, 
13 were killed in 19 48, nine dur­ 
ing 19 47 and 11 in 19 46, the ar­ 
ticle said. 
“A boxer doesn’t have to be 
knocked out or have his skull 
broken to be seriously injured,” 
the article said. “He may suffer 
pinpoint hemorrhages or other 
harm to his brain not outwardly 
apparent even to the trained phy­ 
sician.” 
“Pinpoint hemmorhages caused 
by the concussion 
from a hard 
blow may destroy nerve tissue. 
Brain tissues do not heal as do 
other tissues of the body.” 
The magazine said that the 
presence of doctors at ringside 
“has the effect of furnishing a 
phony respectability to an other­ 
wise dubious activity.” 
“Doctors who have pointed out 
the dangers of organized mayhem 
based on scientific observations 
over the years are only perm it­ 
ted on the sidelines as members 
of advisory boards and as medical 
examiners dependent for their 
fees on the whims of politicians," 
the article said.
